Thursday will be known as 
Stephen Collins Foster Day, 
opening with the unveiling in 
the new Armory of a statute of 
Stephen Collins Foster, who 
wrote "Mv O 1 d Kentucky 
Home," erected out of subscrip- 
tions from the school children of 
Kentucky, and ultimately to be 
placed in the new capital, in 
course of construction at F'rauk- 
fort. Addresses on this occasion 
will be made by the Hon. Sid 
ney P. Redding, of Little Rock, 
Ark., and the Hon. K. W. Mil 
ler, of Richmond, Ky. Songs 
written by Foster will be sung 
by a chorus of oue thousand 
school children. The statute will 
be unveiled by Mrs. Marian 
Foster Welsh, of Allegheny, Pa., 
onlv daughter of Foster.

Washington, May '28.( Special. ) 
— Whatever the general belief 
concerning the policy which add- 
ed to the territory of this couutry 
the Philippine Islands, one thing 
is certain, and that is that hav- 
ing '.'often them we find them 
very handy for experiments. 
The echoes of the struggle in the 
country over the ratio of coinage 
are hardly dead yet; nearly 
every day some one comes for 
ward with a new scheme to pro- 
vide for a more clastic currency, 
and though all haved impractica- 
ble, or at least, not sufficiently 
proven to try on this country, 
Uncle Sam is now about to at- 
tempt a readjustment of rates of 
the Philippine coinage, to say 
nothing of establishing a more 
elastic currancy. It won't mat 
ter much to the "little brown 
brothers," for, aside from having 
any money, he generally lacks a 
a pocket to put it iii. All ratios 
look alike to him ; the only way 
in which elasticity can appeal 
to his dusky soul is by stretching 
out his income. As a matter of 
fact, the readjustment is not to 
be undertaken so much in behalf 
of the Filipinos, as to protect the 
government from loss through 
the exportation of the silver 
deso or dollar from the archipel- 
ago. The great trouble at pres- 
ent id due to the fact that that 
coin, while having a purchasing 
power of fifty cents, contains 
fifty two and one-half cents' 
worth of bullions. Very natur- 
ally it is expected, and Uncle 
Sam loses two and one-half ceuts 
on each one. The readjustment 
will give a lonir-sought opening 
to amateur financiers all over the 
country, and it is expected that 
something like a million sugges 
tions will be received by the Sec- 
retary of war, under whose super- 
vision the work will be carried on. 

The call which Senator Aid- 
rich, Republican leader of the 
Senate, made at the White House 
this week is taken to be signifi- 
cant in many ways. It is the 
first which he has madesiuce the 
rate bill came into the Senate, 
and shows that although gener- 
ally referred to as the chief op 
ponent of President Roosevelt in 
the rate fight, he has not let the 
President's victory rankle. The 
President got what he wanted, 
in the shape of effective legisla- 
tion, and announced himself as 
satisfied. Contrariwise, Mr. Aid- 
rich didn't get all that he was 
after, and consequently didn't 
do any announcing. There was 
some fear that the Rhode Island- 
er, dissatisfied with the result, 
might stir up trouble in the Re- 
publican ranks, where he is a 
power, but his call at the White 
House has quieted as much 
rumor. It is understood that 
Mr. Aldrich will support Mr. 
Roosevelt's presidential candi- 
date, even though that caudidate 
be such a Rooseveltian as Mr. 
Taft, of whom it is now whisper- 
ed that the White House and not 
the Supreme Court bench will be 
his next field of activity. 

The United States is about to 
see another of its pet industries 
taken up by a foreign country, 
according to the Department of 
nothing less, indeed, thau the 
production of maple sugar. 
"Sugaring off" among the Alps 
may sound a bit fantastic, but 
this is just what will take place 
if experiments now being carried 
on in Switzerland are successful. 
Some months ago 300 sugar ma- 
ples were imported by that coun- 
try from New England, and altho' 
half of them died from poor ship- 
ment and lack of proper care, 
the other half are now flourish 
lug, with the result that largi 
plantings are coutemplaf 
the immediate future.

sistence. Extensive investigations 
of this sort are now in progress and 
many combines have become the 
subjects of popular indignation. 
Their right to combine is not dis- 
puted, but their purposes and their 
methods must be lawful. 

To say that one shall not raise to- 
bacco unless he belongs to a certain 
association is very much like say- 
ihg that no one shall work for 
wages unless he join some of a num- 
ber of associations. In either case 
ths right of the individual is dis- 
regarded, and the association or 
uuion assumes to be above the law. 
It is well that the officers of the 
Planters' Protective Association 
have disclaimed any such intention. 
If there are any members who dis- 
regard these intimations and think 
they may carry out their own pur- 
poses In spite of their officers, they 
should take time to reflect that this 
is the most effectual way to defeat 
the purpose, the lawful purpose, for 
which they are organized. There 
are not euough of them to rule tin 
United States. They cau only suc- 
ceed by an appeal to the public 
timent of the whole country, which 
at the beginniug they did with < 
slderable success.

Now, the news is widely diffused 
that in Christian county, Kentucky, 
and the adjoining county of Mont- 
gomery in Tennessee, plant beds 
have been destroyed. The impllca- 
• tlon seems to be that these beds be 
long to those who are not members 
of the Association, and some of 
them are explicitly so reported. 
Other cases are mentioned in which 
farmers have been given the choice 
of Jolnlni the Association or having 
their plant beds destroyed, which 
means they can grow no tobacco

All these acts are ex- 
pressly disclaimed by the officers of 
the Association, and in some cases 
suggestions are made that they pro- 
ceed from its enemies, who desire to 
bring it into popular disrepute.

NO MORE WHISKEY 



Will be Transported by Express Com- 
pinies to Local Option Terrilory. 



A common impre8sion*prevail6 
that the statute against shipping 
whiskey into local option dis- 
tricts iu this State does Dot Bp 
ply to foreign shipment, for the 
reason that under the' operation 
of the Interstate OotbiUetXM law" 
it can be shipped in from other 
States. This idea is erroneous. 
The express companies have is 
sued bulletins to their ngeuts 
directing them to examine all 
suspicious looking packages and 
to inquire of the shipper what 
they contain. If he refuse to 
auswer the package is not to be 
received for transportation. 
These companies recognize that 
it is a violation of law to carry 
whiskey into any prohibition ter- 
ritory of Kentucky, whether 
shipped from some other point in 
Kentucky or from another State. 

This question has already been 
passed on by the Court of Ap- 
peals. Whiskey was sent by ex-> 
press from Cincinnati iu lbs 
State of Ohio, to LoudoifJ 
Laurel County, Keutucky, *id 
for the offense the express com 
pany was apprehended and lined 
fr)0, the judgment being affirmed 
00 appeal. Companies traus- 
Dorting whiskey from another 
Sltfe and delivering in prohibi- 
tion territory in this State are as 
atuSnnbleto the law as if the 
goods had been shipped from 

)iut to poiut within this State 

There was some talk of testing 
j« constitutionality of the law, 
but this has been abandoned by 
the companies, aud they have 
decided to observe the law and 
have issued circular instructions 
;heir agents to that effect. 
These instructions direct that 
the agent shall follow the law to 
the letter, which means that no 
more whiskey will be shipped in 
to the. local option territory of 
Kentucky. 

The jobbers have heretofore 
done an annual business iu the 
jug trade of from $25,000 to *50, 
000 iu local option counties, but 
the recent law operates to put an 
end to' all such unlawful sales.

New Tax Rate. 



The following features of the new 
revenue law concerning the changes 
ii the old law are not without lu- 



cent penalty is added on t 
aud the amount draws ti per cetit in- 
terest uutll paid. All delinquents 
must be returned bv the sheriff by 
November 15 to the counuty court 
clerk, a month earlier under 
law, and be then issue a tax 
against each and places It in the 
hands of the sherltl, who has to re- 
turn the same within sixty days, 
provided he does not make the 
money. 

The sheriff, under the new law, 
has to account for all interest and

The principal provisions of the 
railroad-rate bill, which was passed 
Anally by the Senate Friday are:

When the legislature 
of Mississippi refused to allow 
the Mobile & Ohio to be consoli- 
dated with the Southern Mr.

Major Powell was the second dl- 

or of the federal Survey. Tl e 

ent organization, which in e 
helped to found and of which he was 
head from 18S2 to 1894, Is in 
v respects the expression of his 
idea of what a geological survey 
lould be. 

Remembered as a patriot atKl a 
soldier, his fame rests chiefly on his 
achievements as a scientist. The 
single feat for which he was most 
renowned was his exploration of 
Colorado River of the West. He 
,nd his companions were the first 
i uman beings to traverse that c»n- 
<»n. the most remarkable in the 
nown world, feared and shunned 
y even the natives born on its edge. 
Proir to 1867, the portion of Colo- 
rado River between Green River 
Valley in Wyoming aud the mouth 
of Rio Virgin in Nevada was a 
mystery. It flowed through long, 1 
deep canyous, the largest of which I 
was over a mile deep and from 10 to 
15 miles wide from rim to rim. At 
other places the walls contracted, | 
the course of the river became ob- 
scured, and among the many wild 
and fantastic tales told about were 
stories of strange and abhorrent un- 
derground passages. 

Iu 186U Powell made his first voy- 
age, an undertaking probably never 
surpassed in daring. His party 
op misled of ten men, including j 
imself . They had four boatB, one 
of which was wrecked. One of the 
party left before they went below 
the mouth of White River and three 
of them withdrew near the end of 
the Grand Canyon and were after- 
wards killed by the Shewlt Indians. 
After a perilous voyage, made more 
rapidly than was desired because or 
short rations, the survivors reached 
the mouth of the Rio Virgin. There 
they were picked up and Buccored 
by some Mormons who had been 
sent by Brigham Young to that 
point to establish a settlement. 

The scientific results of the tint 
expedition were unsatisfactory, ai.d 
a second expedition was planned for 
the purpose of collecting scientific 
data and making a better explora- 
tion. The second party, which num- 
bered eleven men, left Greeu River 
in 1871. Second in command of tbis 
party was Prof. A. H. Thompson, 
who afterwards became a member 
of the Powell Survey, and later, 
when Major Powell became director, 
a member of the United States 
Geological Survey, where he stills 
holds the position of geographer. 

ThiB party explored the river part 
way, but did not enter Grand Can- 
yon in 1871 for two reaaons. The 
weather became cold and food was 
scarce. It was decided therefore to 
spend the winter ot 1871-2 exploring 
the country adjacent to the Canyon 
and establishing a base of supplies, 
in 1872, the descent of the Canyon 
was resumed with only seven In the 
party. The other four had fallen ill, 
and no others appeared to have the 
courage to take their places. It was 
commonly believed that the' ex- 
plorers would never be Been again, 
but no liven were lost, although 
Major Powell was nearly killed. 

It is felt that the phenomenal 
work of these explorers entitles 
them to national recognition.
